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CALDECOT, in the Hundred of Long Stow, Deanery 
of Bourne, and county of Cambridge, lies about eight 
miles west of Cambridge, and about twelve miles north of 
Royston. The impropriate tithes of this parish, to which a 
manor is annexed, having been given by Picot de Cambridge 
to the monks of Barnwell, are now vested in the Masters 


and Fellows of Christ’s College, Cambridge, who are patrons 
of the vicarage ; it was anciently a chapel to Bourne. * 
vicarage is now consolidated with the rectory 01 loit. 
present vicar is the Rev. Edward Powell. The area is 
acres, and the population 117. 
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C AMBRXDGE is the site of one of the two ancient Univer¬ 
sities, where, amid all the blindness and turmoil of past cen¬ 
turies, the study of the sciences has been quietly pursued. It 
is to Cambridge and Oxford, with some of the monasteries 
and abbeys, that we have to look for the schools of those 
great men who have filled the offices of Chancellor, Judges, 
and Prelates, since the earliest days of England’s progress. 
It is to those places we have to look for the fountains of 
that sure knowledge which, proceeding inductively, has, 
aided by the natural temperament of the people, raised 
England from that weak position of being a prey to every 
roving or ambitious nation, to that proud position of teaching 
to the whole world the laws of sound policy and government. 
It is with pride that every Englishman must look on these 
venerable buildings, and recollect that here were passed 
the youthful days of many of those great men who have 
distinguished the past and present age. 

The origin of this illustrious seat of learning has been the 
subject of much controversy. It is generally believed that 
Sigebert, King of the East English, was the first person of 
influence who fostered learning in this place. To this Bede 
says he was advised, as to many other works of piety, 
*>y St. Felix, the first Bishop of Dunwich, who presided 
over the churches of East England, from A.D. 630, to his 
decease in A.D. 638. The plan of study adopted about the 
12th century was drawn from the university of Orleans; 
Grammar, Logic, Rhetoric, the Civil and Canon Law, 
Divinity and Natural Philosophy, on the Aristotelian 
method, were cultivated at Cambridge. The students 
dwelt at first as lodgers in the houses of the burgesses, until 
the erection of hostels took place, in which the scholars 
lived under the superintendence of a principal, but at their 
own cost. The great religious orders had each their houses 
for the students of their respective communities. Some of 
these hostels were in progress of time richly endowed, and 
out of them arose the present collegiate establishments. 
The most important privileges of the University were granted 
to it by Edward the 3rd, A.D., 1333. Its statutes have 
been revised on two or three occasions, but were finally 
settled in the 13th year of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
James the First, in 1614, conferred on the University the 
privilege of sending two Members to Parliament, the right 
of election being vested in the members of the senate. 
There are 17 colleges and halls. Each of the colleges or 
halls furnishes members both for the legislative and executive 
branch of its government. The place of assembly is the 
senate-house. All persons who are Masters of Art, or 
Doctors in Divinity, the Civil Law, or Physic, having their 
names upon the college boards, holding any university 
office, or being resident in the town of Cambridge, have 
votes in this assembly. The senate is divided into two 
classes, or houses, viz.. Regents and Non-Regents. Some 
of the colleges are trulv beautiful in appearance, the one 
most so is King’s. The chapel of this college is a magnifi¬ 
cent pile, seen from whatever point of view. It was 
completed about the year 1530. Its length is 316 feet, the 
breadth 84 feet, the height to the tops of the turrets 147 
feet. The building next in point of beauty is the Fitz- 
■william Museum. Its architect was the late Mr. Basevi, 
It was commenced in 1837. 

The principal approach to Cambridge was, until lately^ 
down Trumpington street; but the opening of the Eastern 
Counties Railway has made Regent street the principal 
thoroughfare; but the person who is anxious to see its 
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beauties in succession, should by all means commence at 
the top of Trumpington street. , 

Cambridge is about 48 miles north-east from London 
with which it communicates by the Northern and Eastern 
Railway, and it has railway communication with other 
towns. The Cam gives water communication ^ with 
Lynn, Ely and Wisbeach. Cambridge was anciently 
called Grantbridge, and the Romans are supposed to 
have had a bridge here over the Cam or Granta. Grant- 
chester is a village in the neighbourhood. Cambridge 
was several times burned by the Danes, and in 1088 
when holding out lor Robert Curthose, Duke of Nor¬ 
mandy. At Domesday survey it contained 373 messuages. 

In 1207 the town received a charter from King John, 
authorising it to choose a provost (mayor). In the four¬ 
teenth century there were great dissensions between the 
town and the university, and the town was made subordinate 
to the university. In 1388 King Richard II. held a Par¬ 
liament here. The town has sent two members to Parlia¬ 
ment from the earliest records. There is a county jail, 
shire hall, town hall, borough jail with 45 prisoners, and 
union workhouse with 203 inmates. Addenbrooke’s hospital 
contains 90 inmates. There is a celebrated observatory and 
a botanic garden. . 

The population of the borough, including the University, 
was 24,453, in 1841, whereof in the parishes of All Saints, 
1,231; St. Andrew the Less, 9,486; St. Andrew the Great, 
1,983; St. Benedict, 1,022; St. Botolph,723; St. Clement, 
1,039; St. Edward, 619; St. Giles, 2,087 ; St Mary the 
Less, 704; St. Mary the Great, 1,013; St. Michael, 432; 
St. Peter, 627; St. Sepulchre, 638; and Holy Trinity, 2,189. 
The colleges are nearly all extra-parochial; but at the 
time of making the return, in 1841, the number of persons 
resident was only 660. Besides the trade above-mentioned, 
printing, publishing and bookselling employ 216 persons; 
brewing, 73; malting, 14; brickmaking, 44 ; coachmaking, 
47; saddlery, 33. There are also gas-works, curriers’ 
works, an organ factory, a mustard work, vinegar works, 
a brass foundry, iron foundries, rope works, pipe making, 
basket making, &c. The supply of the University and its 
dependents employs 392 tailors, 421 boot and. shoe makers, 
393 dressmakers, 146 bakers, 86 butchers, 91 drapers, 171 
laundresses, 71 pastrycooks. The building trades, in conse¬ 
quence of the new works for [collegiate and other pur¬ 
poses, have brought a great many strangers, and employ a 
large population, including 115 bricklayers, 60 masons, 10 
slaters, 257 carpenters, 29 builders, 64 smiths, 52 painters, 
and 69 labourers. Cabinet making employs 131 persons. 
In the neighbourhood are several nursery-grounds, and 118 
gardeners are employed. 

The town ot Cambridge is of great antiquity, and is 
governed by a Corporation consisting of a Mayor, High 
Steward, Recorder, 10 Aldermen, 30 Councillors, Coroner, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, and other officers. The Mayor, 
on his election, takes an oath to observe and maintain the 
privileges of the University. The town is divided into five 
wards. Considerable improvement has been made of 
late years m the way of removing small tenements, and 
replacing them with more commodious structures, and in 
repaving the streets. Several new Churches have also been 
lately built, viz., Christ Church and St. Paul’s, for the 
accommodation of the parish of St. Andrew the Less, which 
has increased in population very much within the last, 25 
years. A new Church has also been built for the parish of St. 
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Andrew the Great. Also, one partly rebuilt for St 
S e P u Ichre's parish, and generally called the Round Church; 
one of the most curious and beautiful structures in Cam- 
bridge.

fair, besides its being a horse and pleasure fair. Stourbridge 
Fair commences on the 8th of September, and continues i-t 
days. This was formerly one of the largest fairs in the 
kingdom, but is much fallen off. There are Cattle tail's 
about 4 times in the year. There is not much to attract in 
the neighbourhood of Cambridge, there being hut few gen¬ 
tlemen’s seats ; the principal are, the seat of the Earl of 
Hardwick, at Wimpole, Mr. Adeams’, at Babraham, Lord 
Godolphin, at Gog-Magog Hills, Lady Cotton’s, at Ma- 
dingley, Earl Delawarr’s, at Bourne, Mr. Tharp’s, at Chip¬ 
penham, Mr. Huddleston’s, at Sawston.
